Japs March on New Chwang 


Tien Tsln, May 0.—A report, reach 


cs here rom the north that the Japa< 
nese have landed a force to the west 
of New Chwang and that an attack 
on that place is Imminent. Reports 
of the same kind have been current 
but this latest one appears more cir- 
cumstantial and may be true. Tiie 
landing Is said to have been ma;lo at 
Tlcn Klau and to havp consisted of 
between 10,000 and 
15.000 
men. 
There has been no verification of the 
report up to this writing. 


New Chwang In a Panic 


New Chwang. May 
9.—Yesterday 
most of the Russian troops retired 
1o Taskl Chao. During the night the 
guns were removed from the fort and 
sent to-ldao-Yans. 'where all the HUB- 
slan forces-are being concentrated. 
A conference was held this afternoon 
between the civil <md military an- 
'thorltles at which they decided 
to 


leave on a 'moment's notice. There 
is considerable excitement among the 
ChlnoBc population.

Unseen the Most Powerful • 
"Just such things are thought and 


said. Yet, friends, the real things are 
tlio unseen and they nro the most 
powerful. 
You had better not match 


your strength (against them.- If you 
•were small and weak you would licsl- 
tate to go out -upon the highway nnd 
•with insulting words strike a brawny, 


'; vigorous man. Yet you had far bet- 


ter do that than to breathe out a word 
against divine love, and mercy, and 
justice, and the many unseen things. 
The great tragedy of Richard III In 
which Shakespeare pictures • the un 
even contest • which 
man 
wages 


against the unseen power of souls and 
God, 
carries for us a moral and a les- 


son. In the beginning Richard stands 
•before us the solitary, central figure. 
Henry VI. is out of the way, the war 
Is over, and the'crown Is on the vic- 
tor's -brow. 


The Discontented Monarch 


"Yet Richard HI is not content. He 


broods over his deformity. In 
the 


days of war the hunchback .has been 
as good as another but In times of 
peace ho sees, himself a • deformed 
mis-shapen thing—unflt to be a court- 
ier and find favor in a lady's eyes., 
destined to ridicule and 
laughter. 


Convinced that there Is no place for 
him In the ivory as ho flnd • It. he 
ends his soliloquy with this resolve: 
•1 am determined to prove a villain.' 
•And so he matches himself against 
conscience, truth, and. justice—God. 
He will advance against all the un- 
seen powers. Two terrible mistakes 
have led to this decision which Is to 
prove his undoing. He has counted 
his 
own 
disadvantages—saying to 


hmibclf: 
'If I only had that man's 


health and that woman's beauty.' To 
do that Is to twist 
life 
crooked. 


'Think not of what thou hast not, but 
of what thou hast.' says tc wise soul 
of- Marcus Aurcllus. 
So this king, 


having determined to prove a villain, 
prepares to do those things which his 
own better nature tells him not to do.

GOVERNOR'SDESPERATE FIGHT 


Every Effort Being Made to Control 


Convention by Hook or Crook— 


Outlook Very Bright. 


. .Caucuses have 'been now held- In 
enough counties to insure 
beyond 


doubt the fact that a-majority of the 
congressional delegations In the re- 
publican state convention will not be 
In sympathy with Gov. La Follette.or 
under his domination. 
Tho voting 


strength of at least six of the eleven 
congressional districts In the conven- 
tion will bo Independent of his con- 
trol. 
• 
• 
- 
This will mean that the.committee 


on resolutions In the convention and 
the slate central committee to'be con- 
stituted under established usage will 
be.Independent oMhe governor, and 
that both will ho mode up of men a 
majority of whom will be beyond his 
dictation. As IH well known, the prac- 
tice at state conventions of the re- 
publican party In Wisconsin-Is to call 
caucuses, of the delegations ot 
llie 


various congressional districts before 
the assembling of 
the 
convention. 


The delegation from enchi congres- 
sional, district 1rr Its caucus 
selects, 


one of Its members for tho chairman- 
ship of the delegation, another for-tlio 
committee on resolutions and anoth- 
er for the committee on permanent 
organization and In addition selects 
the members of the state central com- 
mittee from that district. The selec- 
tions thus made for the committees 
on resolutions and permanent organ- 
ization, as "well as the 
delegation 


chairmanship, are 
absolute. 
Tho 


choice of the delegation for the. repre- 
sentation of Its district on the state 
central committee IB practically ab- 
solute, Uie election of any other mon. 
than the choice ot the delegations for 
tho committee by the convention be- 
ing an unheard of breach of party 
practice. 


Will Control Committees 
That the conservative delegates to 


the convention will control the com- 
mittees on resolutions and permanent 
organizations and the new state cen- 
tral committee Is now clear on

Flvo districts out 
of 


the eleven la tho largest number the 
governor can command; Those -which 
will bo against him aro the first, 
fourth, sixth, eighth, ninth, and tenth.

"Young racers arc cortnl-.ily tnndo 


to go '(lie pace that kills* in these days 
of strenuous competition." 


This remark was nmdo by n trainer, 


one of the most prominent men In the 
development^ speed In thoroughbreds 
In the United States. A reporter ask- 
ed him to give kla views nnd some of 
lila experiences In training and patch- 
Ing up race horses after the wear and 
tear of a bard season had made them 
physical wrecks. Ho consented to do 
eo. but refused to allow bis name to be 
used.

The aim of 
the breeder Is to secure speed, nnd as 
the two-year-old events an; the most 
valuable stakes onythe turf horsemen 
naturally arc anxious to secure thrse 
rich plums. They will not wait until 
the youngsters have grown nnd devel- 
oped In bone and muscle MB nature In- 
tended they should, but force them In 
a manner nothing short of hothouse 
methods—to secure their full strength 
In half the time that nature Intruded. 


"No man knows thu trouble nud 


work n trainer has to prepare a how 
for a contest," be continued. "The rare- 
goers visit the track nnd llud n do::rn 
or more horses prepared to fairly lly 
around the course, and they are rortly 
to cheer their favorite and his jockey 
should they pass the winning post. In 
front This Is the spectacular part of 
racing. But there Is another side which 
means work hour In and hour out ev- 
ery day of tbo year. This Is the trr.ln- 
er's part. He Is the man behind the 
sun. 


"During tbo summer months little or 


nothing Is done to n horse save tho ac- 
tual training to perfect his physical 
condition. Tliero Is only one thought 
In the trainer's mind, to bring nut the 
utmost speed, that his horse possosnos.

"If allowed 
to go nt their own pace, and they would 
be without a lluw In wind and limb 
If they wore not asked to go nt top 
speed.

It 
Is thin tcrrlilc strain that Is directly 
responsible for their many Ills anil ail- 
ments.

Tno norso-roat is to nc-noctorca ror 
splint Is treated tn this wise: 


"A splint usually appears on the fore 


legs of n horse, between the nnklo and 
the knee. It forms on the bone, usually 
on the Inside of the leg. It raises n 
lump and sticks out like n barnacle.ou 
n ahlp'or a knot on a tree. Thu best 
method to euro a splint Is with the 
firing Iron. This means tho applica- 
tion of a rcdhot Iron similar to n 
straight poker. The end of tin; Iron IK 
kept in the tire until it is white with 
beat. ' 


"Th'c splint Is usually 'punch flreu"— 


I. e., the firing Iron Is applied to the 
splint In various parts and around It 
by the application of the end of the In- 
fctrmiieiit.i :Tbe method Is like Jabbing 
n needle "Into n wart. While punch 
llrlng the Iron Is kept hot by electric- 
ity; and It Is jabbed on the splint until 
It Is covered with the points made by 
the Instrument. 


"The horse's head Is checked up high, 


and n twitch Is put on his upper lip. 


"A'; twitch Is made of n short broom 


'handle, and u piece of stout .twine 
nbout'flvo Inches long, which forms'n 
loop, runs through the end of It. This 
cord Is twisted about the upper lip-by 
simply turning the broom handle. Two 
twists will control n horse's bead so 
that he Is willing to stand any other 
pain. When; the twitch Is ready, tho 
good front^eg Is lifted and strapped 
by one of tbo stable hands and held. 
The horse Is thus practically helpless 
nnd Is ready for tbo operation. 


'"nib Iron Is made red hot by n coal 


flro. Tho operator takes: tbo Iron nnd 
applies the end. of It to the 'llesh just 
below' the knee. Then ho draws It 
slowly down the leg, searing It In a 
straight mark. The horse Is wild with 
pnln, but-a twist on the broom handle 
causes the twitch to tighten, and he 
must bear It. Again the Iron Is applied', 
nnd It.Is slowly moved,down tin? leg 
to the ankle. The second strip of flre 
Is about nn eighth of an Inch from the 
first one. This operation Is repeated 
around the leg until It Is n mass of 
Inflamed stripes nn eighth of an Inch 
apart. Hy heat the tendons are drawn 
Into shape nnd place, and the leg be- 
comes strong and tight. 


"Navlcular disease Is tho name given 


to lameness In the foot, which comes 
from an Injury to the nerves In the 
hoof. This Injury Is usually produced 
by a wrench or. sudden strain .caused 
by stepping In n bole and throwing 
the weight of the body suddenly on 
one leg. It cannot bo treated locally. 
There Is only one euro for nnvlculnr 
disease, and that Is to nerve the horse. 


"Whenever n man nerves n horso 


he commits a felony and Is liable to gn 
to state prison. There Is n low against 
it, and very few reputable trainers or 
burgeons ..perform It. . It la in vogue, 
however, among the so called outlawed 
trainers nnd unscrupulous horsemen 
who caro hot a Jot for the law or lives 
of their horses, but seek only the finan- 
cial results. When a trainer of a repu- 
table stable finds he has n horse that 
has navlculnr disease he cither retires 
him to the stud or disposes of him at 
auction or private sale.

"It is then that the outlaw horsemen 


crop up. They are In search of n fast 
horse, no mutter If be is lame. They 
nre ready to nerve him and do KO. 


"It is necessary to chloroform the 


borso to perform the operation, which 
is tho cuUIni: off of about three Inches 
of the nerve between the unklis and tho 
knot*.

"Thosit dlRcases^that .I-.linvo men- 


tioned come under the trainer's care. 
There nre others, of course, which the 
horse is heir to, but when they nre nf- 
fllcted with .them the veterinary sur- 
geon Is called In to.apply the remedy."

TJie secret language period I 


of child nature. There nre three dis- 
tinct periods in language learning1, by 
the child. The first IK tiic acquiring- of 
the mother tongue. The second period 
comes shortly after the time of begin- 
ning to learn the mother tongue, nnd in 
a lunpuage made up by children who, 
perhaps, llml llipmnclvei unable to mas- 
ter .the mother tongue. Very few chil- 
dren have a complete language of thta 
kind, but all children have a few words 
of such. Then conies the secret lan- 
guage -period. Although In n very few 
cases the learning1 of secret languages 
began about the sixth year, nnd In some 
instances "the period ran till after the 
eighteenth year, yet the vast majority 
of cascA nru covered by the period be- 
tween tins eighth and the fifteenth year, 
while the greatest use Is between ttie 
tenth nnd the thirteenth year. 


There arc ninny reasons why children 


learn and use those Inn gun gen. One 
' Indy confesses t ha t she orlfrlnnted a lan- 
guage, and introduced it into a mys- 
terious -net of ten, in order to write 
notes in .school; nnd she truly adds that 
bad their tenchera discovered the key, 
they would have learned many truths. 


It can never be known whether these 


languages originated in the very first 
cases with children. The names would 
In many Instances imply that children 
hnd to do with them, a» they show 
things familiar to the child and loved 
by him. So In the secret languages, we 
find animals playing nh important part 
In the naming. The hog, dog, goose, 
pigeon, pig, fly, cat and other animal* 
are attached to these languages. .The 
child in the old-fashioned school, where 
all sat together, hearing the (to him) 
senseless nnd unknown Latin, would 
naturally attach the name to his lan- 
guage, and thus give birth to Hog I>atl'n, 
Goose Latin, etc. Seeing or hearing a. 
language, one letter may strike the 
child's fancy, ns In one the letter h' to 
."hash," and sb-HdKh language is the 
result. In another "bub" (b) finds the 
funny spot in. child nature, and BO Bob 
talk comes forth.- The child in former 
days, BO frequently hearing of thea-b- 
c'fi, would, upon the construction of an 
alphabet language, at once recur to 
such, and BO name this the A-Bub-Cin- 
Dud language.— Oscar Chrlsman, .in
